AN ACT to amend chapter 155, laws of 1951, section 4, relating to the terms of court
of the county court of Kenosha county.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do enact as
follows:

Chapter 155, Laws of 1951, section 4 is amended to read:
(Chapter 155, Laws of 1951) Section 4. There shall be held by said county court, at

the county seat, 2 jury terms of court; one on the second Monday in * * * January
and one on the second Monday in * * * July of each year; special terms of said
court may be called and held at any time by order of the judge thereof.
